While a great many flowers may 
be sown in 
the 
fall 
for 
next 
spring’s blossoming, this is true of 
few vegetables. 
Fall work in the 
vegetable garden is chiefly 
con­ 
cerned with preparing the soil for 
spring. 
Spaded or 
plowed, 
and 
left 
rough over winter, the soil will ob­ 
tain substantial benefits from the 
freezing and thawing of the winter 
season. 
If manure is to be used 
to replenish the supply of humus 
it is better applied in the fall. 
Fall planting is possible for the 
perennial vegetables, such as as­ 
paragus, rhubarb, and multiplier 
onions. 
Spinach and leaf lettuce 
for the first spring crop may 
be 
planted in the fall to advantage. 
Prepare the bed and scatter 
the 
seed in the rows as late as possi­ 
ble before the soil 
freezes. 
The 
idea is to get the seed sown so late 
that it will not 
germinate 
until 
next spring but will be ready to 
sprout as soon as the first favorable 
weather swells the germ in the 
seed. 
Spinach and lettuce do all their 
growing in cool weather. The ear­ 
lier they can be started the better 
and longer the crop. 
So fall sow­ 
ing is a real advantage. Mulch the 
bed well after the seed is sown and 
remove 
the 
mulch 
early 
next 
spring, as soon as the ground starts 
to thaw. There is no use planting 
the old-fashioned small-leaf spin­ 
ach. 
The modern inventions

the spinach line are so far superior, 
both in size of leaf and quality, 
the it is a foolish waste of space 
and time to bother with any but 
the newer sorts, which are

heat resistant and less 
prone 
to

Multiplier, or potato onions as 
| they are sometimes called, give the 
first young onions in spring. 
A 
few sets put in this fall will give 
you a crop before the onion sets 
can get into action. They are per­ 
fectly hardy. 
The asparagus bed may be set

fall, 
getting 
two-year-old 
plants from dealers. 
The main 
requisite is deep rich soil for as­ 
paragus and ample root room for 
each hill, giving the plants 
three 
feet of space each way. 
Rhubarb 
roots should be set out now. 
Half 
a dozen plants will be sufficient to 
provide an ample supply for the 
I average family.

London, Dec. 10.—Two Germ an 
agents were executed at Penton- 
ville Prison in London Tuesday 
morning following their conviction 
under the Treachery Act. 
The official 
announcem ent 
of 
the executions identified the agents 
as Jose W aldberg, a German, born 
at Mainz July 15, 1915, and Ka"J 
Meier, a Dutch citizen of Germ an 
origin, born at Coblenz Oct. 19, 
1916. 
They w ere apprehended shortly 
after arriving 
surreptitiously 
in 
England, the announcem ent said. 
Later, on Nov. 22, they v ere con­ 
victed at the 
Central 
Crim inal 
Court in London. 
It was announced the agents po­ 
ssessed a wireless transm itting set 
which they w eie to set up in va­ 
cant fields at night. They also car­ 
ried a considerable sum of money 
in one-pound sterling notes. 
The pair had instructions to pose 
as refugees from enemy-occupied 
territory, move among the British 
population and obtain inform ation 
of a m ilitary nature, according to 
the announcement. Officials added 
they had ben given to believe they 
would soon be relieved by invad­ 
ing Germ an forces. 
The announcem ent was the first 
public intim ation of the execution 
of any enemy agents in Britain. 
Absence of further official de­ 
tails aroused considerable specula­ 
tion regarding the m anner of ihe 
youth’s “surreptitius” arrival in 
Britain. The general assumption 
was that they w ere dropped by 
parachute from an enemy plane.

T he question 
for this year is Resolved: 
T hat the 
Pow er of the Federal G overnm ent 
should be Increased. 
In every d e­ 
bate tw o speakers argue the a f­ 
firm ative side of such a question 
and tw o speakers uphold th e n eg a­ 
tive. 
Each speaker delivers a ten 
m inute constructive speech in the 
first round of speeches. 
T he d e­ 
bate is concluded w ith th e re b u t­ 
tal speeches w hich 
allow 
each 
speaker five m inutes in w hich to 
te ar dow n his opponent’s a rg u ­ 
m ent and to re-establish his ow n. 
D ebates m ay or m ay

quail hunters have reported they 
were finding few birds and 
that 
hunting so far had been unsuccess­ 
ful. Most such reports came from 
the northern part of the state. 
Predictions for a good quail crop; 
for 1940 were not without founda­ 
tion. 
Not only did farmers and i 
sportsmen report an abundance of I 
quail, but their reports were borne j 
out by the research work of the j 
Commission’s field men, Conserva­ 
tion Agents and the research staff j 
of the Cooperative Wildlife 
Re-i 
search Unit. 
Quail were abundant during the 
1939 season and hunting was ex­ 
cellent. 
There was some winter 
loss, but surveys made after the 
hunting season and again last sum­ 
mer showed there was 
sufficient 
breeding stock left to insure an­ 
other good season for 1940. Based

Barnyard Manure 
Valuable To Crop 


Barnyard manure is valuable in 
crop returns if spread on the field 
and gardens, as proven by a num­ 
ber of Scott County Farmers and 
Homemakers who used this prac­ 
tice in 1940, according to records 
submitted to the Scott County Ex­ 
tension Office. 
Long time experiments of 
the 
Missouri Experiment Station indi­ 
cate that under good systems 
of 
management manure can be ex­ 
pected to return an increased re­ 
turn of $2.00 to $2.50 for each ton 
spread on the field. 
Each ton of 
manure 
contains 
more than sufficient for adequate a^()ut 10 pounds of nitrogen,

Allotment Of 
Corn Acreage 
Same As 1940 


Washington, Dec. 9.—Secretary 
of Agriculture Wichnrd announced 
today that the 1941 corn planting 
allotment under the government’s 
crop control program w'ould be be­ 
tween 88.000.000 and 90.000.000 
acres, the same as in 1940. 
The allotment for the commer­ 
cial corn area—where the bulk of 
the nation’s corn crop is produced 
—was set at 37,300,000 acres. This 
compares with the 1940 allotment 
of 36,638,000 acres. 
Wickard said that the allotment 
for the commercial area was the 
same as this year’s the difference 
resulting from the addition of 24 
new counties to the 
commercial 
area for 1941. 
The 1941 area includes 623 major 
corn-producing counties in Dela­ 
ware, 
Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, 
Indiana, 
Iowa, 
Kansas, 
Kentucky, 
Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio and Wis­ 
consin. 
The changes from the 1940 area 
were the addition of 24 counties in 
Delaware, Maryland and Pennsyl­ 
vania. 


Under terms of the 1938 
AAA 
Act, the commercial area includes 
all counties which have produced 
an average of at least 450 bushels 
of com per farm and four bushels 
per acre of farm land during the 
past 10 years. It also includes bor­ 
dering counties containing 
town­ 
ships which meet these specifica­ 
tions. 
It is only in the commercial area 
that the full control program f 
corn operates and only growers in 
this area would be affected should 
marketing quotas be imposed 
to 
keep surpluses off 
the 
market. 
Likewise, only these farmers are 
eligible for 
maximum loans on 
corn stored under the government’s 
“ever-normal” granary program.

While a great many flowers may 
be sown in 
the 
fall 
for 
next 
spring's blossoming, this is true of 
few vegetables. 
Fall work in the 
vegetable garden is chiefly 
con­ 
cerned with preparing the soil for 
spring. 
Spaded or 
plowed, 
and 
left 
rough over winter, the soil will ob­ 
tain substantial benefits from the 
freezing and thawing of the winter 
season. 
If manure is to be used 
to replenish the supply of humus 
it is better applied in the fall. 
Fall planting is possible for the 
perennial vegetables, such as as­ 
paragus, rhubarb, and multiplier 
onions. 
Spinach and leaf lettuce 
for the first spring crop may 
be 
planted in the fall to advantage. 
Prepare the bed and scatter 
the 
seed in the rows as late as possi­ 
ble before the soil 
freezes. 
The 
idea is to get the seed sown so late 
that it will not 
germinate 
until 
next spring but will be ready to 
sprout as soon as the first favorable 
weather swells the germ in the 
seed. 
Spinach and lettuce do all their 
growing in cool weather. The ear­ 
lier they can be started the better 
and longer the crop 
So fall sow­ 
ing is a real advantage. Mulch the 
bed well after the seed is sown and 
remove 
the 
mulch 
early 
next 
spring, as soon as the ground starts 
to thaw. There is no use planting 
the old-fashioned small-leaf spin­ 
ach. 
The modern inventions 
in 
the spinach line are so far superior, 
both in size of leaf and quality, 
the it is a foolish waste of space 
and time to bother with any but 
the newer sorts, which are 
more 
heat resistant and less 
prone 
to 
race up to seed at the slightest sus­ 
picion of warm weather. 
Multiplier, or potato onions as 
they arc sometimes called, give the 
first young onions in spring. 
A 
few sets put in this fall will give 
you a crop before the onion sets 
can get into action. They are per­ 
fectly hardy. 
The asparagus bed may be set 
this 
fall, 
getting 
two-year-old 
plants from dealers. 
The main 
requisite is deep rich soil for as­ 
paragus and ample root room for 
each hill, giving the plants 
three 
feet of space each way. 
Rhubarb 
roots should be set out now. 
Half 
' a dozen plants will be sufficient to 
: provide an ample supply for the

WAX SOMETIMES USED

Where a wood flw r is laid over 
concrete, a layer of waterproof­ 
ing over the concrete is necessary 
if there is dampness present. 
With walls, floors, and ceiling 
all of hard material, the basement 
is likely to be noisy because sounds 
are reflected instead of being ab­ 
sorbed. 
Carpet or rugs laid over 
the floor will help to offset this 
tendency. 


CHECK C ONDENSATION 


Lack of ventilation or other con­ 
ditions that result in the tem pera­ 
ture of a cellar 
being 
definitely 
lower than the terrqwrature of the 
outside air will often cause mois­ 
ture in the air to condense on the 
cellar walls or on cold w*ater pipes 
to such an extent that the cellar, 
which otherwise would 
be 
dry, 
may become unwholesomely damp. 
Sufficient open windows, furred or 
insulated walls, and insulated cold 
water pipes will help prevent this 
condition.

gi own is selected this fall, and pre- 
d for early planting, as soon us

space as small as ten by 
twenty 
feet, planted to beans, leaf crops 
and root crops, with careful plan­ 
ning can be made to yield a sub­ 
stantial amount of food. 
At the other extreme, it is esti­ 
mated that a garden half an acre 
in size, with reasonable manage­ 
ment, will satisfy the yearly vege­ 
table requirements for a family of 
five, producing all the vegetables 
needed for summer consumption, 
and a winter supply of canning. 
A one-man g.irden in a city or 
suburban location, which
